‘Ibis event bxs uo parallel m the 
Gordons mots or any similar disturbances when 
a government has peeu temporarily unable to 
¢ nirola mob. That the responsibility rests 
with the oflicials none can doubt who read 
the account, which says distinctly: 

“TLe whole thing was done by the bravos 
of Tievtsw, the fighting men and prothei bul- 
lier, the streets ocing full of troops, who were 
aj pare tly there simply to Keep the rowdies 
frum brevking into the shops. The atiack 
Was mage by tigpal, the same as used at fires, 
and when the murders were completed the 
retreat was tom-tomuaed in the same way as 
the fires, and the crowd dispersed.’’ 

ji is Very important to keep this in mind, 
as before the assassins could have well washed 
the blood off their hauds an Englishman in 
the employ of the Chinese was eagayed in 
writing to a Chinese newspape: an accvan', 
eudeavorivg to throw the blame on the French 
Coosul andihe Sisters. No money and cun- 
ping will be spared to hide the truth, ana, 
therefore, itis the duty of every one wao is 
assured from reliable sOurees Of the facts to 
endeavor to give them the widest publicity 
in Europe and in America, I dare not venture 
todo more than hazard a surmise that the 
lamentable remisspess in seeking for the 
rosie of the Engiish missionary, Williamwn- 

on, may have “encourayed the o cia’s to be- 
Heve thatthe Freuch coujd be attacked with 
impuvity. 

And pow about the future, It isthe wish 
of all fair-minded men interested in the Chica 
question that foreigners may not attempt to 
atone for a culpable remissness by any unrea- 
sonable violence. To e b! money aud 
to procufe the judicial slaughter of a number 
of substitutes while the reai criminals escape, 
will do more harm than go Tae officials, 
when their complicity ie thoroughly prove d, 
may be called upon to gufler; but the real 
mode of turning this trial to good wiil be to 
makeit the plea for insisting on the opening 
oi ibe couutry, the laying Gown of raiiways, 
and the erection of telegraphs. The troops 
whom we have seen so ready to protect the 
people waile they were doieg evil should be 
compelled to protect the foreign missionary 
while be isdoing good. This is all that the 
Kowan Catholic fathers aud tue Protestant 
teachers derire. ioquote the words of the 
Shavghai prests’ repiy to the Protestant ad- 
orees of Bymncpathy: 

“No coubt the blood of so many innocent 
victims sv barbarously shed must rise up to
